DECLARATION OF WILLIS E. HIGGINS, ESQ. 

Sir: 

The undersigned, Willis E. Higgins, Esq., does hereby declare and state that: 



1 . On October 28, 1998 a Declaration for the above-identified application 
was sent to Mr. Russell H. Fish III to sign and return for filing in response to the Notice 
to File Missing Parts. The package was delivered on October 29, 1998 by Federal 
Express. 

2. On or about November 1, 1998 Applicants' undersigned representative 
received a telephone call from Roger Haerr, Esq. regarding the Declaration sent to Mr. 
Fish in the above application. Mr. Fish had filed suit against Patriot Scientific 
Corporation, which is located in San Diego, California, in his home state of Texas. The 
defense of this suit was handled by Mr. Haerr for Patriot. As there were jurisdictional 
issues involved we were asked by Mr. Haerr to refrain from sending any further 
correspondence to Mr. Fish until the judge had ruled on the question of jurisdiction. 
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3. On February 18, 1999 Applicants' undersigned representative contacted 
Mr. Haerr to determine if the Court had ruled on the matter in Texas. Mr. Haerr 
confirmed that the Court had ruled in favor of Patriot Scientific Corporation and that 
another action between Patriot and Mr. Fish is now pending in the Superior Court in San 
Diego, California. 

4. Mr. Fish is currently adverse to Patriot Scientific Corporation in the San 
Diego litigation and refuses to sign the Declaration for the above application or otherwise 
cooperate with Patriot Scientific Corporation.
